(SPA) — King Khaled, accom- 
panied by leaders of four neigh- 
boring states, Wednesday witnes- 
sed military maneuvers staged by 
the Saudi armed forces in the 
southern region of the Kingdom. 

King Khaled was met on arrival 
at the maneuvers area by Defense 
Minister Prince Sultan, Chief of 
Staff Brigadier-General Othman 
Al-Humaid, Gen. Mohsen Al- 
Hammad, commander of the 
southern region and other senior 
officers. 

The maneuvers were attended 
by United Arab Emirates Presi- 
dent Sheikh Zayed bin Sultan, 
Qatari Ruler Sheikh Khalifah bin 
Hamad Al-Thani Bahraini 
Dnputy Ruler Sheikh Hamad bin 
Issa AJ- Khalifah and North 
Yemeni Premier Abdul Aziz 
Abdul GhanL 

The maneuvers were also 
a t t e nded by Crown Prince Fahd 
and a number of Royal Family 
members and cabinet ministers. 

Kuwaiti Ruler Sheikh Jaber 
AI- Ahmad Al- Sabah, who met 
with the King Tuesday, returned 
home later in the day due to a 
previous engagement.

The military exercises were pre- 
ceded by readings from the Holy 
Koran, followed by a welcoming 
address by Gen. Hammad who 
thanked the King for providing 
the armed forces with the 
facilities, equipment and backing 


that allowed their high level of 
proficiency and made them 
“shield for the country and its citi- 
zens through their belief in the 
Almighty.” 

The commander said the armed 
forces “are a power in the service 


of Islam, seeking to achieve its 
goal of regaining Jerusalem.” 

Units of the air force, infantry 
and signals corps and land forces 
took part in the hour-long man- 
euvers.

Saudi OPEC position gains ground 


GENEVA, June 27 (Agencies) 
Qatar’s Oil ' Minister said Wed- 
nesday the Organization of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries 
probably would approve a crude 
oil base price of less than $ 20 a 
barrel but allow members to add 
allowances for different qualities 
of ofl up to about the $ 20 level. 

Tfee decision outlined by Abdul 
Aziz Khalifa Al-Thani would in 
effect unify OPEC prices. Saudi 
Arabia would be expected to 
charge the base price while other 
members who produce higher 
quality ofl would be allowed to 
tack cat traditional premiums, bring- 
ing their prices to about $ 20 a 
barxel- 

Sheikh Abdul Aziz told repor- 
ters of the probable decision dur- 
ing a lunch break. Final details 
mending the exact amount of the 
base price are to be worked out in 
an evening meeting. 

The decision was an apparent 
victory for Saudi Arabia, OPEC’s 
largest and most moderate 


member. The Saudis had adam- 
antly resisted attempts to boost 
the base price to $ 20 or more. 

But it also would leave OPEC 
with what is essentiaDy a two- 
tiered pricing system. Saudi 
Arabia would be expected to 
charge the base price while other 
members are expected to impose 
surcharges. 

OPEC had wanted to set a 
unified price at this meeting to 
avoid the leapfrogging surcharges 
this spring that drove OPEC oil 
prices up to an average $ 17 .50 a 
barrel despite the base price of $ 
14.55. 

Earlier, OPEC sources had said 
the organization would probably 
reach a compromise basepriceof$ 
20 a barrel, with all 13 members 
charging that price. 

That deal apparently fell 
through when Saudi Ofl Minister 
Sheikh Ahmad Zaki Yamani held 
out for a lower price. 

Earlier in the day Yamani said 
he regretted the “ extremism ”

shown by other OPEC exporters 
at the meeting. 

He said other producers wanted 
to raise the price of Saudi oil, used 
by OPEC as the standard 
“ marker,” to $ 20 to S 23 per 
barrel and to add extra premiums 
as well. 

He said this would mean a sub- 
stantial rise in actual prices and 
would be unacceptable to Saudi 
Arabia. 

Yamani was asked whether this 
meant the conference might end 
inconclusively with the official 
price still at the current level of $ 
14.55 a barrel — and with mem- 
bers continuing to impose sur- 
charges introduced since the shor- 
tages caused by the Iranian 
revolution. 

He said he hoped a solution 
would be found “but there is 
extremism. I regret there is 
extremism.” 

Yamani said almost every other 
OPEC member was demanding 
substantial quality premiums 
above the base price.

TEHRAN, June 27 (AP ) — 
Iranian crude oil production aver- 
aged 3.9 millio n barrels per day 
from May 22 to June 20, down 
from an average of 4.1 million 
barrels per day in the previous 
one- month period, the National 
Ir anian Oil Company said Wed- 
nesday. 

A company statement distri- 
buted by the official Pars news 
agency said that in the latest 
period, average total exports of 
crude and refined ofl were 3.4 mil- 
lion barrels per day. 


In some cases these premiums 
have already risen to above $4 a 
barrel from last year's maximum 
level of about $ 12.5 for the best 
quality oils. 

■ Yamani said this, was not 
acceptable to Saudi Arabia which 
wished to see reasonable prices 
and the old differentials restored. 

But be would not be drawn on 
the exact base price acceptable to 
Saudi Arabia. Tuesday he said $ 
19 per barrel was too high. 

The past surcharges threw 
world oil markets into turmofl. 
They also worried some OPEC 
members because they indicated a 
break in the pricing unity that has 
generally kept their foreign cus- 
tomers from playing off the mem- 
bers of the organization against 
each other. 

The oil ministers during the first 
day of then meeting Tuesday 
approved in principle the addition 
of $ 800 min inn to the OPEC fund 
for the aid of undeveloped coun- 
tries. The proposal now goes to 
their finance ministers. 

The addition would raise the 
funds balance to more than $ 1 
billion. It is used to soften the 
impact of OPEC s higher prices on 
the poorer nations. 

There was also a call for energy 
conservation from OPEC presi- 
dent Mana Said AJ-Oteiba, the oil 
minister of the United Arab Emi- 
rates. 

“It is time to sound the alarm 
bell and start implementing con- 
servation measures and opening 
other sources of energy, like coal, 
solar and unclear energy," Oteiba 
told a Zurich newspaper. 

He also warned of a “dramatic 
worsening” in the world's oil sup- 
ply system before the nnd-1980s 
because Soviet imports from the 
Arab countries are expected to 
increase sharply. 
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Syrians down 2 Israeli jets 
for loss of 4 over Lebanon 


BEIRUT, June 27 (Agencies) — Syrian and Israeli air force jets 
dashed in a dogfight over Lebanon for the first time in five years 
Wednesday, and the Syrians said they downed two. Israeli jets and 
c oncftd f d four of their planes were hiL 

Israel, wring the U-S.-made F-15 for the first time. in combat, 
it* plants shot down five Syrian MiG-21s and returned safely 

to base. 

The F-15 Eagle, regarded as the most sophisticated fighter in the 
world, was used along with the Israeli-made Kfir in the raid on south - 
Lebanon, the Israeli army spokesman said. 

The s po kesman added that two or three other Syrian planes may 
have been hit, and that there were two separate dogfights, each 
lasting two or three minutes. 

The United States is selling Israel F-15s with the restriction that 
they only be used in legitimate self-defense, according to the U.S. 
embassy in Tel Aviv. 

The Syrian communique did not explain whether the planes that 
were hit had fallen down. But it said “ all remaining Syrian planes 
involved in the air battle returned safely to base after preventing the 
enemy from accomplishing its mission. ” 

Eyewitnesses and Palestinian commandos said two Israeli planes 
were brought down by Soviet-made SAM-7 shoulder-fired Strela 
missfles. But the Israeli command denied the Syrian and Palestinian- 
reports. 

The n flma<OT isr» mrniiniq ue said Syrian jets scrambled up to inter- 
cept Israeli warplanes raiding civilian targets south of Beirut. But it 
did not say how many planes were involved in the dogfight. 

Syrian and Israeli fighters fought a few air battles in 1974 during 
the aftermath of the 1973 war. 

But there had been virtually no Syrian-lsraeK hostilities since 
conclusion of the Golan Heights military disengagement agreement 

in 19 74. . . , . . „ 

Syrian planes, however, began flying" protective patrol mission 
in Lebanese air space when Israel began mounting air and sea attacks 
against refugee camps and Lebanese villages after the signing of the 
March 26 Israeli-Egyptian peace treaty. 

But both sides carefully avoided contact during the Israeli opera- 
tions. 

Observers in Beirut described Wednesday's air clash as a danger- 
ous sign that could escalate and expand the post-treaty war between 
Israel and the PLO. Tbe war claimed more than 150 dead on both 

sides this year. .

Giscard stance 
angering Carter 


DAMASCUS, June 27 (R) — 
Syria Wednesday announced 
death sentences on 18 alleged 
members of the Muslim Brother- 
hood org anizati o n convicted on 
charges ran g in g from murder to 
membership of armed gangs. 

Usually reliable sources said the 
convicted men were expected to 
be hanged at dawn Thursday. 

Tbe newspaper of the ruling 
Baath Party reported that the 
men, all but two of them civilians, 
were sentenced Saturday by the 
supreme state security court 

Damascus radio quoted the 
chairman of the court as saying 
those convicted had acted on 
behalf of Egypt, Israel and the 
United States. 

A political statement read out 
by the court chair man said “the 
tripartite alliance instructed its 
pg-.nts m Syria to move into 
action. 

“They (the agents) responded 
by carrying out criminal opera- 
tions inside Syria such as murder, 
destruction, mid sowing the seeds 
of sedition among the people 
under tbe guise of religion.” 

The statement said the Muslim 
Brotherhood had long acted as 
agent for imperialism. 

Apart from attempting to 
undermine national unity, the 
organ i zation had attempted to 
torpedo moves to merge Syria and 
Iraq, it said. 

Ibe Muslim Brotherhood, an 
organization devoted to fightin g 
Western influence on Islam,'' has 
been blamed here for a series of 
assassinations and acts of viol- 
ence, in eluding th e June 16 mas- 
sacre of at least 50 military cadets 
in the northern city of Aleppo. 

The sentences announced 
Wednesday relate to incidents 
preceding the Aleppo massacre, 
regarded as the most serious chal- 
lenge yet to the Syrian leadership 
since President Hafez A ssad ca m e 
to power in 1970. 

At least one of tbe i nc i de n ts 
dates bade to early 1977, accord- 
ing to the fist of defendants pub- 
lished by “Al Baath” newspaper. 


It said 24-year-oJd Abdul 
Qader Fouad had been sentenced 
to death for the murder of Maj. 
Ali Haidar. No details were given. 

Maj. Haidar, security chief of 
the northern dty of Hama, was 
shot dead in spring 1977.

TOKYO, June 27 (Agencies) 

— Officials of the administration 
of President Jimmy Carter took 
sharp exception Wednesday to 
French President Valery Giscard 
d’Estaing’s pointed criticism of 
U.S. energy polity, calling it 
“accusatory and somewhat con- 
frontationaL” 

Carter was understood to be 
angry and disturbed at Giscartf s 
comments, contained in an inter- 
view in “Newsweek 1 magazine 
that was distributed in Tokyo on 
Tuesday. 

“ Giscard 5 S co mm ents were not 
ppcfTwed favorably by U.S. offi- 
cials," one of them said. “This is 
the second time this has happened 

— Giscard saying uncomplimen- 
tary tilings about our policy, and 
the second time the French have 
said tbe remarks were taken out of 
context or misquoted.” 

“Frankly, if s all beginning to 
wear a little thin,” said the official 
who asked not to be identified try 
name. 

Tbe French president's com- 
ments, and the dispute they 
p ro mpted, became a topic of dis- 
cussion on the eve of the seven- 
nation economic summit that 
begins here Thursday. 

During the interview, Giscard 
bluntly accused the United. States 
of failing to start reducing oil con- 
sumption and said that U.S. con- 
servation of imported ofl was 
“essential for the future of our 
economies.” Tbe United States 
and other industrialized nations 
agreed at a meeting in Paris last 
March to cut consumption by 5 
per cent 

Responding to the French pres- 
ident’ s comments, the U.S. official 
gaid, “Although we don't intend 
to allow this to interfere with our 
efforts to reach a productive and 
joint solution to the energy prob- 
lem, if s not considered helpful to 
our efforts." 


“ Giscard* s energy comments 
took absolutely no note of the pol- 
icy of tins administration for the 
past three years,” he said. “Our 
energy coefficient is better than 
that of any other industrial nation 
except for Japan.” 

Each of tire summit particip- 
ants have arrived in Tokyo for the 
two days of meetings, which Car- 
ter and others have said will con- 
centrate on energy issues, but are 
also likely to touch on the prob- 
lems of Vietnamese refugees 
throughout the far east Carter 
discussed that topic with British 
Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher briefly Wednesday. (See 
related story. Page 4.) 

As the leaders arrived, they met 
in small groups with each other 
and with their host, Japanese 
Prime Minister Masayoshi Ohira, 
with whom Carter held two days 
of meetings earlier in the week. 

Carter, after spending Wednes- 
day in the port city of Shimoda, 
where he held a “town meeting' 
with local residents, conferred with 
Thatcher and Canadian Prime 
Minister Joe Clark, two new 
members of the summit group. 

. One area of dispute between 
the Europeans, on one hand, and 
the Japanese, Americans, and 
Canadians on tbe other, appears 
to be a European proposal that ofl 
imports be frozen at last year's 
. levels for five years. 

The United States favors, 
instead, setting specific ofl import 
targets only through 1980, using 
1977 as a base year. 

Meanwhile, U.S. Energy Secretary 

James Schlesmger said at a news 

conference here that if tbe Organ- 
ization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries raises oil prices to$20a 
barrel during its current session in 
Geneva, the U.S. oil bill would 
rise 50 per cent over 1977 pet- 
roleum costs. The current OPEC 
base price for a barrel of ofl is 
$14.55. 


U.S. undertakes to make up 
any oil shortages in Israel 


WASHINGTON, June 27 
(Agencies) — Tbe United States 
has agreed to make up any shor- 
tage in Israeli ofl supplies for tbe 
next 15 years if Israel cannot get 
ofl from other sources, according 
to an agreement published Tues- 
day. 

Effective until Nov. 25, 1994, 
the agreement says Israel will pay 
world market prices to tbe United 
States which would supply oil 
directly or from third country 
sources. 

Negotiations on the agreement 
began after Israel and Egypt 
signed their peace treaty on March 
26. The ofl agreement was signed 
last Friday. 

Israel obtained a similar com- 
mitment in 1975 which it never 
used. 

“We are confident that Israel 
will continue to exercise all 
reasonable steps to avoid activa- 
tion of the commitment in the 
future,” a U.S. State Department 
spokesman said. 

A side letter attached to the 
agreement stipulates that Israel 
should maintain a sax-month oil 
reserve and that U.S. ofl supplies 
should be enough to meet its owo 
needs. 

T graft! consumes less than one 


percent of U.S consumption. State 
Department spokesman Gorge 
Sherman noted. 

“Since it is unlikely that Israel 
would simultaneously be cut off by 
an of its suppliers, we would prob- 
ably be called upon to supply less 
than one-half of its needs, i.e. an 
amount less than one-half of one 
percent of our consumption," he 

said. 

He said the agreement was an 
essential element in the process 
leading to the Israeli-Egyptian 
peace treaty.

JEDDAH, June 27 — Minister 
of Information Dr. Muhammad 
Abdo Yamani has emphasized the 
“important role" the Saudi Ara- 
bian Public Transport Company 
will play in serving the Kingdom’ s 
people. 

“Al-Riyadh” Wednesday 
reported the minister as telling the 
company’s general constituent 
council that the state was 
genuinely interested in providing 
the public with all possible ser- 
vices, and praising the efforts of 
the bus company to that end. 


Tunisian experts to help 
maintain internal security 


JEDDAH, June 27 — Under an 
agreement reached by Interior 
Minister Prince Naif on his recent 
visit, Tunisia is to provide the 
Kingdom with personnel to help 
internal security operations. 

Kassem Abu Sinenah, the 
Tunisian ambassador in Jeddah, 
told the London-based newspaper 
“Ashraq Al-Awsaf* that the 
Tunisian personnel would be emp- 
loyed in administration and 
maintenance. 

In return, the Kingdom is to 
help Tunisia pay for modern 
equipment for its own internal 
security forces. 


The ambassador said that both 
his country and Saudi Arabia 
shared a common and long-term 
view of internal security and its 
helping to develop in people a 
conviction of. peace and tranquil- 
ity. Thus reassured, they could 
concentrate on development and 
the march to prosperity. 

He said cooperation between 
the two countries goes back to the 
days when Tunisia was fighting for 
independence from France. Saudi 
Arabia then gave generously to 
help the Tunisian leader, Habib 
Bourgtriba. He has been head of 
state ever since. 


In a general discussion that fol- 
lowed tire minister's remarks. Dr. 
Mustapha Rnfflah, a professor at 
Riyadh University, suggested that 
there be separate stops on the 
company's routes for women, as 
well as special seats on the com- 
pany 's buses. 

He also said the public should 
be educated in the principles of 
queuing at bus stops. 

He emphasized that people 
should pay long and careful atten- 
tion to the use of diesel fuel for the 
buses and its effect on the envi- 
ronment. 

(The buses the company has 
contracted to buy are to run on 
diesel, provoking an outcry in 
some quarters that diesel fumes 
will be more harmful to health and 
the environment than petrol)- 

Sheikh Saleh Kamel, a member 
of the company’s board of direc- 
tors, was presiding over the coun- 
cil's session. He said that the com- 
pany had examined scores of 
studies from Europe and the 
United States on the effects of 
diesel fumes. They all 
proved, be said, that diesel was 
less harmful than petrol, and the 
World Health Organization had 
agreed. 

In April the board of the com- 
pany, meeting under Communica- 
tions Minister Sheikh Hussein 
Mansouri, opened bids for run- 
ning, operating and maintaining 


the planned fleet of buses. 

The foreign firm or firms chosen 
would be obliged to train Saadis 
who would eventually entirely 
take over their jobs. 

Shaikh Hussein said recently 
that the government would take 
35 per cent of the company’s SRI 
billion equity, private business- 
men another 35 and the public the 
rest. 

After three months of the firm’ s 
operations, the government would 
sell its stake to the public. 

The first diesel buses for the 
company’s fleet are due to begin 
operating in two moath's time. It

Denied by Mexico 

Ayatollah says Shah attacked 


TEHRAN, June 27 (AP) — 
The head of Iran’s revolutionary 
court said Wednesday I ranian 
guerrillas attacked and slightly 
injured the deposed Shah in the 
Mexican city of Cuernavaca but 
“the jackal ran away this time.” 
In Mexico, federal authorities 
and local police in Cuernavaca 
denied that there had been an 
attack. However, a Mexico City 
newspaper, “Diario de Mexico,” 
repor^aheljkx^terattedconthc 
Shah's Cuernavaca retreat Tues- 
day night. No injury to the Shah 
was mentioned. Other Mexican 
newspapers did not carry the 
repent. 


Ayatollah Sadeq Khalkhali, 
who announced a reward earlier 
this month for the assassination of 
the Shah, said the deposed Iranian 
monarch was attacked as he rode 
in his car near his Mexican resort 
compound. Khalkhali said the car 
in which the Shah was riding was 
destroyed. 

“The jackal ran away this time, 
but be will not escape unharmed 
next time," Khalkhali told the 
Associated Press by telephone 
from his home in Qom. 

He said the guerrilla group he 
heads, the blamk Fedayeens, was 
stepping up its plans to assassinate 
the Shah. 


Peddlers face execution 

Khomeini bans narcotics 


TEHRAN, June 27 (R) — 
Iran’s religious leader Ayatollah 
Khomeini, has banned the con- 
sumption of dangerous drugs, the 
official Pars news agency said. 

A man convicted of drug peddl- 
ing and sodomy was executed by 
firing squad Monday night in the 
Caspian town of Sari. It was the 
first execution for a drug offense 
since 1976, although more than 
300 drug peddlers were executed 
under the Shah. 

The ban, similar to an earlier 
one on alcohol, indicated the 
authorities? concern at a predicted 
bumper opium crop. It followed a 
warning on June 16 by the public 


prosecutor ol Abadan, southwest- 
ern Iran, that anyone convicted of 
manufacturing, importing, export- 
ing or peddling drugs would be 
sentenced to death. 

Pars quoted the health minister 
as saying the 79-year-old Ayatol- 
lah outlawed narcotics at a meet- 
ing with the government in the 
holy city of Qom, and appealed for 
I ranian farmers to sell their opium 
only to the government 

There are an estimated two mil- 
lion drug users in Iran and drugs 
have been on sale on the streets of 
Tehran since the disintegration of 
the police in last February’s 
revolution. 


“ He (the Shah) must know that 
he will never escape from the 
clutches of the Islamic 
Fedayeens.*’ Khalkhali said. 
“ Even if he hides in a small corner 
of the White House, we will pull 
him out.'* 

Khalkhali last week offered a 
reward of 10 million rials ($ 
143,000) for the Shah’s assassina- 
tion. He said that even the Shah’s 
wife. Empress Fhrah Diba, could 
collect the money if she carried 
but the deed. 

Khalkhali claims to have signed 
death warrants for the Shah, the 
empress, the ‘Shah's-* mother 
and other seinor members of the 
royal family and the old regime on 
behalf of “the Iranian people.'' 

He has said that guerrillas of the 
Fedayeens are in Mexico prepar- 
ing for the killing of the Shah, and 
that local people there have also 
been enlisted in the effort.

Ecevit closer to defeat 
as Demirel narrows gap 


ANKARA, June 27 (AP) — 
Premier Bulent Ecevit’ s embat- 
tled government won brief lease 
on life Tuesday, but came the 
closeset to a parliamentary defeat 
since it took office 18 months ago. 

Hounded by the opposition Jus- 
tice Party of Suleyman Demirel, 
Ecevit ordered his deputies to 
desen the 450-seat ruling lower 
bouse in order to avoid mustering 
a quorum which could ultimately 
defeat his Social Democrat 
Republican People’s Party 
through a vote of no co n fide n ce. 

By rolling ailing deputies in on 
wheelchairs and bringing in others 
from hospital beds, Demirel suc- 
ceeded in garnering 222 votes, 
four short of a solid majority of 
226. 

“He’s fled, he’s fled,” shouted 
the Justice Party deputies as 
Ecevifs name came up in the roll 
call and the speaker of the house 
looked at the deserted rows of 
seats. 

Demirel, the five time former 
premier, is working against the 
dock to unseat Ecevit before a 
July 3 deadline for parliamentary 
recess. If he manages to muster 


226 votes and defeats Ecevit, 
Turkey would go to early elec- 
tions. 

Two more parliamentary votes 
were scheduled before the end of 
the month. 

Meanwhile, a military pro- 
secutor demanded the death pen- 
alty Tuesday for a right-wing 
extremist charged in a string of 
terrorist acts as politically- 
inspired violence continued.

Malaysia expels 826 more refugees 


KUALA LUMPUR, June 27 
(AP) ■ — The Malaysian govern- 
ment towed 826 Vietnamese 
refugees out to international wat- 
ers Wednesday in eight boats, 
some of them bought specifically 
for that purpose. 

The government also has been 


repairing Vietnamese boats to 
push out newly arriving “boat 
people,'' a spokesman said. 

Wednesday’s action brought to 
14,457 the number of refugees 
towed out in 77 boats since the 
government announced June 18 it 
was denying entry to all new arri- 


vals. Since Jan. 1, the total has 
climbed to 56,478 people in 247 
boats. 

The spokesman said three boats 
with 252 refugees were towed out 
from Kelantan, 304 kilometer, 
northeast of Kuala Lumpur, and, 
574 refugees in five boats were 
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towed out from Johore, 224 
kilometers outbeast of the capital. 
All those in the boats had arrived 
in May this year, he said. 

Malaysian officials said the 
money spent izi buying the boats 
and towing the refugees was jus- 
tified because they have become a 
burden to Malaysia. 

[ Among the boats the govern- 
ment is buying are about 30 Viet- 
i namese refugee boats previously 
sold to local fishermen. 

Health officials said a few cases 
of typhoid and scrub typhus have 
been confirmed on Pulau Island 
Tengah refugee camp, 140 miles 
southeast of Kuala Lumpur. But 
they said there is no danger of the 
diseases spreading to the other 
9.500 Vietnamese there. 

Meanwhile, Vietnamese special 
envoy Mai Van Bo began talks 
with officials here Wednesday on 
how Vietnam could help Malaysia 
and Southeast Asia, winch are 
saddled with 300,000 refugees. 

But Malaysian officials 
approached the talks with skeptic- 
ism. saying Vietnam had not kept 
previous promises. 

Diplomat here said the proposal 
by Home Affairs Minister Ghazali 
Shafie that a large processing 
center for all Indochinese refugees 
be established in the United 
States, Soviet Union or Australia 
was nothing new and was unlikely 
to be accepted by these countries. 

Ghazali said' Tuesday that if 
these countries do not agree to the 
center Indonesia and Malaysia 
might go ahead on an Indonesian 
island where Vietnamese refugees 
in Indonesia and Malaysia could be 
put for processing/ There are 
about 76,000 refugees in Malaysia 
and 34.000 in Indonesia. 

Malaysian officials said the gov- 
ernment will continue with its 
tough policy of pushing out all 
Vietnamese refugees trying to 
enter the country.

Vessels specially equipped to 
cope with oil spills were also, 
rushed to the scene and officials 
warned that the main hold on the 
4400-ton Vera Berlingeri could 
burst as the vessel hit the seabed. 

Fireboats were working to 
extinguish the flames on tbe 
French vessel and rescue launches 
and helicopters continued to scout 
the area looking for more bodies. 

All but one of the 23 Italians on . 
the tanker scrambled dear, some 
of them badly burned, after an 
explosion ripped through the 
engine room. 

Four blistered bodies were 
fished out of the water Tuesday, 
and two of the French ship’s 
lifeboats were found empty close 
by on a calm sea.

Secret team checking on CIA 
suspicious of missing ex -agent 
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WILMINGTON. Delaware 
June 27 ( AP) — Several members 
of a secret U.S. intelligence team 
claim John Paisley was the prime 
suspect of leaks to newspapers 
about their project, according to 
the “Wilmington News-Journal.” 

Paisley, a former CLA official 
who served as a iiason between the 
agency and the team, disappeared 
while sailing the Chesapeake Bay 
last Sept. 24. 

The secret “B Team" of Soviet 
experts was set up by the govern- 
ment to test CIA assessments of 
Soviet military strength, according 
to the newspaper. 

The story quoted David Binder, 
a reporter for “The New York 
Times,” as saying Paisley was the 
prime source for his article about 
the team's highly classified work. 

In that story, Binder wrote of 
the B Team’s opinion that the CIA 
had underestimated Soviet milit- 
ary strength. Binder told the 
“News- Journal” that it is highly 
unusual to reveal a confidential 
source, he was doing so in this case 
because he believed Paisley was 
dead. 

Some members of the team told 
the ** News- Journal” that they felt 
Paisley may have leaked the 
information out of loyalty to the 
agency where he worked for 25 
years. During that time, he par- 
ticipated in developing some of 
the assessments the B Team was 


scrutinizing. 

The B Team's role was to see if 
the CIA — and Paisley — had 
done a thorough job in assessing 
Soviet strength. 

Seymour Weiss, a former State 
Department official, said that a 
Soviet agent would want to dis- 
credit the team's conclusion that 
the CIA was “underestimating 
Soviet strength.” He said that such 
discrediting would “prevent U.S. 


policymakers from reacting by 
getting tougher.” 

Weiss said that anyone con- 
nected with leaking secrets from 
the team could be a double agent. 

At the time Paisley disap- 
peared, he was working on a 
report for the CIA about the B 
Team project, the newspaper said. 
A draft of the report was found on 
his boat when it was found drifting 
on the Chesapeake Bay. 


WASHINGTON, June 27 (R) 
— The United States Supreme 
Court Tuesday opened the way to 
an $8 million libel suit against a 
senator who ridiculed a scientist 
for studying why monkeys clench 
their jaws. 

In a separate but similar case, 
the high court justices ruled that a 
Russian bom translator, falsely 
named in a book as a Soviet agent, 
can sue die author and four pub- 
lishers. 

The justices ruled that neither 
the scientist nor the translator was 
a public figure and therefore was 
not obliged to prove actual malice 
in the alleged defamations. 

Taken together, the court* s 
parallel decisions narrowed the 
legal definition of a public figure 
and thus removed some of the pro- 
tection against libel action 
enjoyed by the press and others. 

The court had previously ruled 
that public figures had to prove 
malice to win libel cases. 

The against Sen. William 
Proxmire, a flamboyant Democrat 
from Wisconsin arose from his 
Golden Fleece of the Month 
Award, winch be announces to 
publicize what he deems flagrant 
examples of wasteful government 
spending. 

The second such award, in 
April, 1975, went to the National 
Science Foundation, the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administ- 
ration, and the Office of Naval 
Research, for spending $500,000 
on seven years of research by Dr. 
Ronald Hutchinson., on aggres- 
sion. 

Hutchinson, a research 
behavioural scientist from 
Michigan, had “made a monkey 
out of the American taxpayer to 
reach the astounding conclusion 
that people and monkeys clench 
their jaws when angry or forced to 


stop smoking or confronted with 
loud noise," Sen. Proxmire said in 
a press release. 

The scientist sued him for 
defamation, saying be bad sn£ 
feted loss of respect in his profes- 
sion, injury to his feelings, humili- 
ation, public scorn, extreme men- 
tal anguish, physical illness and 
pain, and i impairment of income 
and earning ability. 

The Supreme Court ruled that 
Sen. Proxmire’ s press release was 
not protected from legal action by 
congressional privilege and that 
Dr. Hutchinson was not a public 
figure. 

In the second case, the court 
ruled that Ilya Wolston, named in 
the book“ KGB. The Secret Work 
of Soviet Agents” as being among 
Soviet agents identified in the 
U.S., was not a public figure 


either. 

The derision means that Wols- 
ton pursue his libel action 
against the author of the book, 
John Barron, the Reader’s Digest 
A sso c iatio n, which published it, 
two book dubs, and a paperback 
publisher. 

Wolston, boro in the Soviet 
Union in 1918, came to the 
United States in 1939 and became 
citizen. 

Hk uncle and aunt. Jack and 
Myra Sobel, were convicted of 
espionage for the Soviet Union xu 
1957. 

He was, convicted of cr imin a l 
contempt of court for failing to 
respond to a subpoena to appear 
before a federal grand jury in New 
York' in 1958 which was inves- 
tigating Soviet intelligence agents 
in the United States. 


Art market bids farewell 


to Wildenstein collection 


MONTE CARLO, June 27 (R) 
— Astronomic bids for 18th cen- 
tury French furniture produced a 
total of 54,488,800 francs (about 
$12384,000) at a two-day auction 
which ended here Wednesday. 

Sotheby's sold the fabulous 
Wildenstein collection for its 
owner of the past two years, Saudi 
businessman Akram Ojjeh. 
Sotheby’s Chairman Peter Wilson 
said when. the last of the 201 lots 
had been sold: “As far as French 
furniture is concerned it was the 
sale of the century.” 

“There is no collection of this 
quality left in private hands that is 
likely to come on the market'’ 
Most of the buyers were 
anonymous private collectors in 
the United States and Western 
Europe. There was little evidence 
that museums were in the market 


to any great extent. 

The previous highest sum 
achieved for a furniture sale was 
£1332.460 ($ 2,665,000) realised 
in 1977 when the Mentmore col- 
lection owned by Lord Rosebery 
went under the hammer in Buck- 
inghamshire, England. 

In Paris Tuesday, lawyer 
exchanged $18 milli on sales 
documents transfering the owner- 
ship of the luxury liner, “France,” 
from Ojjeh to Norwegian ship 
owner Knut Ulstein Kloster. 
Ojjeh had planned to house the 
Wildenstein collection on board 
the France. 

The “France” longest pas- 
senger ship in the world, has been 
lying idle at its port at Le Havre on 
foe Channel coast for five years, 
moored at what local seamen call 
“the quay of oblivion.''

Syria and Israel have come into open combat again for the 
first time in nearly five years. Reports from Damascus and 
Beirut indicate that four Syrian jet fighters were lost, along 
with two Israeli jets, in a clash over south Lebanon. The Syrian 
forces were acting in defense of civilian targets, which the 
Israelis have been blasting for months with routine incursions 
into Lebanese airspace and sovereignty. Israel as usual 
claimed it was striking at military bases of the PLO. 

The air battle raises three urgent considerations. First, it is 
about time the Israelis were taught that attacking Arab targets 
is no longer a matter for U.N. Security Council debates, 
statements from the Americans on how much they “deplore" 
such attacks or the necessarily limited response of the PLO. 
Syria has served notice that attacks on Lebanon are now 
regarded as attacks on Syria itself. 

Second, the fight raises the much larger threat of war bet- 
ween Syria and Israel. President Hafez Assad must of course 
realize this fact. The Israelis have been baiting the Syrians 
with it ever since their treaty with Egypt eliminated their 
concerns about a two-front war. Given the tangled politics of 
the region, such a war would probably be brief, and limited, 
before engaging the intense concern and possible intervention 
of the United States and the Soviet Union. It would bury 
Anwar Sadat’s misguided peace initiative and return the Mid- 
dle East situation to the Geneva conference. Until more is 
known about what the Europeans are up to — and we doubt 
that a serious initiative on the Middle East is germinating 
there — Geneva must still be considered a viable, constructive 
option. 

Finally, the action mocks once more the sovereignty of 
Lebanon, the tinderbox of the Middle East. The Israelis have 
been playing with fire by ravaging Lebanon for over a year. 
The country remains a fragmented collection of fiefdoms, a 
refuge for the Palestinians and a playground for Israeli pup- 
pets like Saad Haddad. 

Syria’s troops are all that remains of the Arab Deterrent 
Force, and the ADF mandate is due to expire next month. The 
fighting between the*. *, Lebanese Army and Syrian troops 
last week makes a sham of what should be a time for Syrian 
withdrawal and a deployment of legitimate Lebanese forces 
throughout Beirut as well as the soutfeOne can only hope that 
the Syrian and Lebanese armed forces will act in concert 
against the Israeli aggressors as the situation in Lebanon takes 
another chronic turn for the worse. 


“The military exercises being 
attended by King Khaled in 
Khamis Misbait will delight 
friends and worry foes,” said 
“Al-Medina.” 

“Military exercises are usually 
Staged to assess a country’s milit- 
ary capability and combat readi- 
ness. And in the men taking part in 
the maneuvers we have soldiers of 
the first order who have dedicated 
themselves to the service of Islam 
and the Arab world. The exercises 
reflect how far we have gone in 
learning to use the latest weapons 
and military technology. And it is 
a good sign that the other states of 
the Gulf are participating with us 
in a demonstration of brother- 
hood and unity of religion, lan- 
guage and common territory.” 

Commenting on the Khamis 
Mishait meeting “Okaz” said it is 
being held “at a critical time for 
the Arabs and Muslims in genera! 
and for the Gulf region in particu- 
lar. 

“There is no doubt that the 


summit will chart out a com- 
prehensive strategy to meet the 
varioas challenges at various 
levels because those attending it 
realize that they face a common 
enemy. 

“ It is also taking place when the 
King dedicates a number of pro- 
jects and watches military exer- 
cises to underscore the impor- 
tance of development and military 
capability. 

“These two factors are neces- 
sary” the paper said, “to establish' 
the ideal society for the civilized 
men of the twentieth century.” 

The summit also coincides with 
the Tokyo summit, the OPEC 
conference in Geneve, and the 
escalating attacks of Israel on the 
Palestinians and southern Leba- 
non. Consequently, it is hoped 
that it would come out with a 
dearly defined plan to meet all 
these dangers and propel the 
national Arab struggle.'"

Savak’ s methods

TEHRAN - 

Behind the gray brick walls of Oasr prison two professional 
interrogators last week held Iranians spellbound for a week with 
detailed confessions of how they tortured and murdered hundreds of 
Iranians in the name of king and country’. 

They carried out their jobs, they said, as unemotionally as tech- 
nicians. One of them, who found the sound of screams unsettling, 
used to stuff a slipper in his victim's mouth so he could work in 
silence. 

The otherone, after describing how he beat his victims with wire 
cable until their flesh peeled, told the court: “I never expressed any 
personal hatred towards these people. 1 was just doing my job." 

Both men, who were executed a few days ago. were members of 
Savak. the secret police force set up by the Shah in 1 957. and trained 
by American and Israeli personnel. 

“The prisoners were not always shot." testified one of the Savak 
defendants. Bahman Naderipour, 34. "Often we would torture them 
to death. We would stick hot iron bars in their noses and eyes, and we 
would tell the coroner to write suicide as the cause of death." 

During his six days of testimony, Naderipour, his voice often 
breaking with emotion, told the court that political prisoners were 
sometimes held over the gas burners of stoves. Then, he said, they 
were dragged back to their cells where they usually died in a day or 
two. 

Others were tied to bare electrified bedsprings where, unless 
they broke and talked, they were scarred try the hot wires. Men and 
women alike were strung upside down and beaten, burned or scalded 
until they were sometimes disfigured beyond recognition. 

"I was always in dread of the worst," said one of the defendants' 
victims, Mrs. Taberam Sajjadi-Tehrani. 54, at the crial.“The torture 
room was upstairs and the hallway was littered with blood . ..the nights 
were full of screams.” 

The trial of Naderipour and Feridun Tavanmgari, 29. w as held 
in the mosque at Qasr prison, a fortress like structure which during 
the Shah’s reign held hundreds of political prisoners. Iranians called 
it “the house of remorse.” Unlike most of the trials held since the 
Shah was driven from the country last January and a revolutionary 
Islamic government took hold, this one was open to the public, 
televised nightly and, for unexplained reasons, allowed to continue 
' longer and in greater detail than usual. 

Each morning 600 or 700 people field into the blue-tiled mos- 
que and sat in stunned silence as the litany of horrors poured forth 
from the two solemn, husky-voiced defendants. Three ceiling fans 
cut through the stale air overhead as. for a few moments each 
morning, the prison mosque was filled with the soft voice of a boy 
singing verses from the Holy Koran. 

“ God is Great*' the crowds chanted, then the proceedings would 
begin. The male spectators sat in steel folding chairs on one side of 
the room, their stony stares held on the defendants: women sat on the 
other side. 

Three prosecutor-judges faced the defendants and the obser- 
vers. some of whom were the widows of men lolled by the Savak. The 
revolutionary panel consisted of a young lawyer from the ministry of 
justice and two Mullahs versed in Islamic law. The Savak inter- 
rogators had no defense attorneys. 

“Nobody knows how terrible torture is, how painful it is to talk 
about," sobbed Naderipour. whose wife and two young children 
watched from the audience, their eyes focused on the cement floor. 

There were, however, many in the room who knew the pain of 
torture. One was a girl who was beaten so savagely that she passed 
out and was bleeding internally. The prison doctor ordered Tavan- 
gari to stop the “interrogation." But. according to court testimony, 
he refused, replying: “This is not a hotel; it is a prison." 

“It was my normal duty to beat the prisoners with cables until 
they could walk no more," Tavangarisaid. “ Many were made to walk 
by force, and, if they were unable to, they were forced to move on 
their buttocks, even if they had been beaten to the bone." 

In the past four months at least 300 former supporters of the 
Shah have been executed by revolutionary courts. To Western legal 
concepts the charges have seemed vague — such as “crimes against 
God." According to the local newspaper, “Bamdad,"’ 55 foreign 
governments have protested the executions. 

But few Iranians have been surprised by the revelations of 
brutality during the Shah's regime. To most, the misdeeds serve to 
merely reaffirm their belief that the Shah was a paranoid, ruthless 
man. 

In 1974, the secretary-general of Amnesty International, the 
London-based human rights organization, said that Iran's record of 
human right “was worse than any country in the world." Diplomatic 
sources here said that the Shah’s police held between 3,000 and 

7.000 political prisoners at any given time, and that political murders 
were numerous in his 37-year iron-fisted rule. 

Savak was a key instrument in the Shah's consolidation of abso- 
lute power. It was both an intelligence and police service, operating 
in secrecy and immune from the jurisdiction of dvfl courts. Its mem- 
bers — who were believed to have numbered between 30,000 and 

60.000 — ■ infiltrated every level of society, from the mosques to the 
ministries to the university classrooms. 

They served as the eyes and ears of the Shah, but they also 
decided what foreign films could be shown, who would be allowed to 
travel abroad, what companies would be permitted to install telex 
machines. The Shah never denied that Savak used torture but always 
maintained that it was limited to psychological uses, not physical 
abuse. 

As underground opposition to his regime mounted in recent 
years, the Shah became increasingly repressive and suspicious. Savak 
agents are known to have killed several Iranian dissidents in exile 
abroad and Iranians at home were rounded up by the thousands as 
alleged Communists or conspirators. 

And because be trusted no one totally, even Savak, the Shah in 
1958 set up an ultra-secret organization known as the Imperial 
Inspectorate. 

Funded by an $8 million budget, its major duty was to spy on 
Savak, which in turn was spying on the people. 

Pressure from the United States and other countries forced the 
Shah to make mild reforms in his human rights policy, but they were 
too little, too late to save him from the rebellion. Many Ir anians bold 
the U.S. government indirectly responsible for the horrors they have 
endured because of Washington’s support for the Shah, its training of 
Savak, and its general unwillingness to speak out against the wide- 
spread torture and murder that became part of a national policy. —

Where learning is an illegal activity

RAMALLAH. Occupied West Bank — 

Ten women and three men. all university seniors, sat in a Ramal- 
lah garden and discussed abnormal psychology' — and wondered if 
they might be arrested. 

They were meeting in defiance of the Israeli military govern- 
ment, which closed Bir Zen University near here on May 3, charging 
that the Palestinian students were involved in illegal activities. 

University officials are working to graduate 100 seniors who 
might otherwise lose a year of school. Bm they are doing it secretly 
out of fear that the military government might consider the clandes- 
tine classes illegal. 

In the Ram all ah garden, where the students were listening to a 
young lecturer discuss psychodrama and role-playing, no one 
appeared fearful. They looked around at a visitor, studied him care- 
fully, then turned their attention back to the lecturer. 

In the psychodrama of the West Bank, they know a lot about the 
student role — the role of the militant, adopted by many, and the role 
of the victim, applied now to all. Arrest is not a negligible danger for 
BirZeif s 1.200 students. Hundreds of them have been arrested, if 
only for questioning, in the last few years. Most of the students 
openly support the Palestine Liberation Organization, but fewer take 
part in pro-PLO demonstrations. 

Forty-six students were in jail as of last week, accused of subver- 
sive acts. A military spokesman, surprised to learn that clandestine 
classes were being held, said they were “absolutely illegal." 

The university shutdown and the secret classes are having the 
effect of radicalizing many students. 

“It makes the students feel as though they are defying the 
authorities," said Dr. Wasef Abboushi, 48, a professor of Middle 
Eastern studies at Bir Zeit. “They think. I'm in the underground! the 
resistance!” 

“Picture students walking down Saladin Street in East 
Jerusalem, meeting someone outside a shop, and whispering, 
■where's the class today?' and being sent to an empty school to hold 
class in secret. • _ 

“I think some students would prefer to go four years like this if 
they could still gel their degree.” 

Abboushi. a naturalized American citizen of Palestinian birth, 
got his Ph.D at the University of Cincinnati. He believes he probably 
would be deported if he were not preparing to leave any way. He 
hopes to give his political science class a final exam in a private home 
this week. Then he will assign grades and leave. 


“The Israelis say that its the foreign fecxdty members who art 
mating the students,” the professor said, “bat the unfits? govern- 
ment is doing that itself. They treat ns with co nt e mp t. They 4oa*t 
even respond to our ideas to reopen long enough to finish fee 
semester. ^ 

“They are ruthless in their arrests. One young woman who was

Europe planning new fighter

LONDON,— 

Defense ministers of Western European NATO countries are to 
meet early next month to discuss their needs for a new fighter. They 
could decide to collaborate in production of the plane but there are 
pressures that migh t force some countries to go it alone. 

Britain is already considering a nationally based program for 
development of a new fighter called the AST 403. The vital question 
is whether this is a bargaining counter or a serious proposal, for the 
AST 403 is also a candidate for joint production with other NATO 
members. 

International collaboration of the type which has produced the 
Anglo- German- Italian Torando program has its advantages and its 
defects, and the British government wants to see whether it would 
work for a relatively small aircraft such as the AST 403. 

The prime advantage of collaboration is that the research and 
development costs are divided between the partners and can be 
spread over a greater number of aircraft 

But it is beyond donbt that even the roost efficiently organized 
collaborative program takes more time and money to complete than 
a national project. 

The British industry has an example of this in the British Aeros- 
pace Hawk, which was ordered several years after the comparable 
Franco-German Alpha Jetand has entered service years ahead of it.

As Ali, who has just announced 
his resignation as world 
heavyweight boxing champion, 
sipped the soft drink before the 
media cameras, he outlined plans 
to set up Mr. Champ's bottling 
plants throughout the world — 
particularly in the Third World 
countries of the Middle East, 
Asia, Africa and Latin America. 

Mr. Champ's 'Soda was 
envisioned as the cornerstone of 
an ambitious scheme to create a 
worldwide Muslim conglomerate, 
a diversified corporation capable 
of competing on an equal footing 
with the world’s great multina- 
tionals. 

The idea of offering world mar- 
kets a quality alternative to such 
well-established products as Pepsi 
and Coca-Cola was the brainchild 
of David Muhammad, a Detroit 
businessman who saw the great 
marketing potential of a soft drink . 
endorsed by the world’s most 
famous Muslim athlete. 

It has been two years since

An advisory board of experts 
from various professions has been 
formed to provide consultative 
advice as the project moves from 
the planning stage to actual 
implementation. One of the 
board's members is Dr. Muham- 
mad Abdul Rauf; director of the 
Wnmir. Center in Washington, 
D.c. 

David Muhammad has also sec- 
ured the services of Willie 
Daniels, president of Daniels & 
Cartwright, Inc., h WaD Street 
firm specializing in Third World 
investment serivees. 

Muhammad says he wfll soon 
tour a number of countries in the 
Arab world, speaking with gov- 
ernment officials and laying the 
groundwork for future soft drink 

franchises. , . 

It was three years ago, while in 
the wholesale grocery business m 
Detroit, that he developed the 
idea of marketing a soft anaK 
endorsed by Muhammad Ah. 

“I was watching Mubammaa 
Ali fight on TV,” be said." I didn't 


about it — marketing has been my 
background for about ten years — 
and decided to do some demog- 
raphics on the soft drink business 
in the U.S. I was astonished to find 
that it was in the billions.”

I 
called and Ali answered the 
phone. That’s how I finally got to 
meet him.” 

Ali told Muhammad to come 
over to bis gyro in Chicago. There 
the two men began tbe first of 
many discussions on setting up a 
global soft drinks enterprise. In 
the course of their conversations, 
Muhammad came to realize thar 
the boxer wasn’t interested in 
receiving money for his endoree- 


of money in his time — over $ 60 
million ” Muhammad said. “Now 
he really wanted to get involved in 
a project which would help Mus- 
lims around the world. If I was 
interested in doing that, fine. If 
not, then so long.” 

According to Muhammad, Ali

“But you' re going to have to do 
all the work. Everything. I'm just 
going to sit back and watch you 
suffer. In order to understand vic- 
tory, you must first suffer defeat.” 
Armed with Alf s endorsement 

— worth an estimated $ 2 millio n 

— Muhammad set out to build his 
soft drinks empire. 

“It was a mission of some two 
years,” he said. “In those years I 
talked with RC Cola, I talked with 
Cbca-Cola and f talked with Dr. 
Pepper. They’re all large com- 
panies. They all discouraged me, 
saying it would be a headache — 
probably bopingj wouldrf t go in. 
Most ot them offered to buy me 
out, which gave me an idea how 
big it could get” 

Muhammad set up an interna- 
tional import-export firm called 
Champ Export Ltd., and per- 
suaded Ali to serve as honorary 
chairman of the board. Champ 
Export was seen as a vehicle for 
expanding tbe soft drinks opera- 
tion into a diversified global busi- 
ness enterprise. 

“The goal.” Muhammad said, 

“ is to have our Muslim brothers in 
Africa, the Middle East and else- 
where work with ns as joint- 
venture partners in those coun- 
tries. When they need something, 
they can come through us. And 
when we want to sell something, 
we go through them.” 

The next step was to reach out 


to the countries of the Third 
World and acquaint them with the 
soft drinks project and Alf s 
involvement in it 


Muhammad decided to organ- 
ize a trade reception. 


On October 29 last year, at 
Washington's Capitol Hilton 
Hotel, some 70 Third World 
ambassadors and their aides — 
over 30 0 invited guests in all — 
attended a private reception at 
which Muhammad Ali outlined 
the project and the related 
inport-export scheme.

House overwhelmingly passes 
synthetic fuel development bill 


WASHINGTON, June 27 ( AP) 

House of Representatives 

members, setting aside major dif- 
ferences on energy, overwhelm- 
ingly approved a United States 
plan Tuesday to promote synthe- 
tic fuels as an alternative to 
imported ofl. 

On a 36S to 25 vote, the House 
godorsed the multtbDlton-dollar 

assortment of government sub- 

loans and guarantees for 
foels made from coal, shale and 
other substances. 

Backers . likened the effort to the 
World War H crash program that 


established the United States' 
synthetic rubber Industry. 

House Majority Leader Jim 
Wright of Texas, one of the 
mainsponsors. said the full impact 
on U.S. supplies probably 
wouldn't be seen for at least a 
decade. But he called the bill a 
first step toward “energy inde- 
pendence" from foreign sources 
of oil. _ . 

It now goes to the Senate, where 
similar legislation has already 
been introduced. 

Final passage came after the 
House rejected, 263-127, an 


EEC-ACP aid meeting 
breaks up in bitterness 


BRUSSELS, June 27 (R) — 
Talks on a new aid pact between 
the European Common Market 
and 57 developing countries 
broke up today in bitterness and 
confusion. 

French officials, speaking for 
the Common Market negotiators, 
at first said agreement had been 
reached on a five-year trade and 
aid convention after two days and 
nights of hard negotiations. 

But a spokesman for die 57 
African, Caribbean and Pacific 
{ ACF) states said they had not col- 
lectively approved the pact, due to 
succeed the 1975 Lome Agree- 
ment next year. 

A leading AGP negotiator, 
Senegalese Finance Minister 
Ousman Seek, said the govern- 
ments of the developing countries 
would now make up then own 
minds on whether to sign the con- 
vention. He said he hoped they 
would do so in a few weeks. 


Irish Foreign Minister Michael 
O' Kennedy, acting chief 
negotiator for the European 
Community, said he understood 
the disappointment of the A CP 
countries but stressed that the 
Common Market had put forward 
its final position. 

The co-chairman of the confer- 
ence, Gabonese Minister for 
Planning Michel Anchouey, told 
the final joint EEC-ACP session: 
“The A CP group ends the 
negotiations with some bitterness, 
recording the timidity with which 
the EEC approached certain prob- 
lems such as financial and trade 
relations and its rigid attitude 
toward the questions vital for a 

number of A CP countries.” 

On the controversial issue of a 
reference in the pact to respect of 
human rights, sought by the 
Common Market, Seek told a 
press conference that all the ACP 
c o untries considered that human 
rights had to be respected.

Before voting final approval of 
the synthetic fuel bill, the House 
approved amendments proposed 
by Wright to expand the legisla- 
’tion. 

At Wright's urging the House 
voted to expand the scope of the 
legislation to set a target of 2 mil- 
lion barrels of synthetic fuels daily 
by 1990. Supporters said the bill 
could go a long way toward 
loosening OPEGs hold on the 
U.S. energy market.

Truckers’ protest effective 

hitting 


NEW YORK, June 27 (AP) — 
Faced with 1 00-car service station 
lines in New York, industrial 
slowdowns and threats by retail 
gasoline dealers to close, politi- 
cians throughout the northeastern 
United States pleaded, threatened 
and sued for gasoline supplies 
Tuesday. 

In California, a strike by truck 
drivers demanding more fuel 
forced farmers to plow fields of 
rotting lettuce and potatoes. 
Elsewhere, meat packers laid off 
more employees as the strike 
throttled food shipments on the 
highways. 

Tbe violence that has marked 
the trucker’s protest, now in its 
third week, continued with reports 
of shootings, truck burnings and 
roads booby-trapped with nails 
and broken glass. 

Reports from oil refiners indi- 


cated not much relief was in sight, 
with supplies of gasoline expected 
to be as much as 19 per cent below 
last July's levels. 

New York City Mayor Ed Koch 
reflected tbe frustrations of many 
dty and suburban residents. 

“Nobody believes Washington, 
nobody believes anybody, every- 
body believes we are being ripped 
off by the oil companies. I believe 
it too,” he said Monday.

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Rebels reportedly trying 
to cut Nicaragua in half

MANAGUA, June 27 ( AP) — 
Sandinista guerrillas were 
reported advancing northward 
from the Costa Rican border, 
attacking towns south of Managua 
and locked in “ ferocious fight- 
ing " in the capital in their war to 
oust President Anastasio Somoza. 

Sources linked to the rebels 
claimed Tuesday they had broken 
through National Guard lines that 
had blocked. .. their advance 
northward from the Costa Rican 
frontier. 

The sources said the guerrillas 
were striking toward La Virgen, 
10 kilometers south of Rivas 
where they hoped to set up their 
provisional government. Rivas is 
25 kilometers north of the border, 
and La Virgen is the site of a 
National Guard compound and 
infantry training school. 

But a spokesman for the Guard, 
Somoza’ s army and police force, 
said reports of the Sandinista 
advance in the south were 
“ totally false. ” He said Somoza’ s 
troops “ made a slight tactical 
pullback to avoid charges that the 
National Guard was threatening 
the Costa Rican border. " He 
claimed the Guard was holding 
the Sandinistas approximately 
four miles north of the border and 
was inflicting heavy casualties 
with mortars, artillery and air 
attacks. 

Informed sources said the 
rebels attacked several small 
towns between the Sandinista- 



Pres ideal Somoza

kilometers south of Managua, and 
Masaya, 32 kilometers southeast 
of Managua. They speculated that 
the Sandinistas were trying to 
establish a front south of Managua 
stretching across the isthmus bet- 
ween Lake Nicaragua and the 
Pacific and cutting off the Guard- 
smen battling on the southern 
front. 

But the Guard spokesman said 
the attacks south of Managua 
were “ only diversionary attacks

S.Yemen to try 3 Iraqis 
in July for assassination 


ADEN, June 27 ( AP) — Three 
Iraqi embassy security agents will 
stand trial next month on charges 
of terrorism, espionage and illegal 
weapons possession, officials said 
Wednesday. 

The trio has been linked by the 
government of South Yemen to 
the June 2 assassination of Dr. 
Tewfik Rusfadt an Iraqi lecturer at 
the University of Aden. 

Abdul Ridha Said Ham raid, 
Samir Bashir and Ebrahim 
Muhammad Dhaiani are 
scheduled to go on trial July 1, in 
the Aden Supreme Court, accord- 
ing to Attorney General Taha Ah' 
Saleh. 


Saleh said the interrogation of 
the three security men" revealed 
a lot connected with the operation 
of assassinations beginning with 
the laying down of the plan in 
Baghdad. ’’ 

The South Yemeni government 
has alleged that the killers escaped 
in a car with diplomatic license 
plates registered to the Iraqi 
embassy. The Iraqi government 
claimed the license number of the 
getaway car did not correspond to 
plates on any embassy vehicle. 

Baghdad reports claimed heav- 
ily armed Yemeni troops sur- 
rounded the Iraqi embassy and 
placed it under siege after the 
assassination. 


where the rebels have held half a 
dozen slum barrios for more than 
two weeks, “ will be claimed out 
within 72 hours. ” 

The Guard claimed early Tues- 
day that it had driven the rebels 
from the Belo Horizonte slum, but 
late Tuesday refugees streaming 
from the area said the rebels were 
still entrenched and confident 
they could defend their positions. 

They said there were many dead 
in the streets, including a pregnant 
woman, and the stench of decom- 
posing bodies was" unbearable. " 

Members of Congress belong- 
ing to Somoza’ s Liberal Party met 
late Tuesday in the Intercontinen- 
tal Hotel amid speculation they 
were discussing a successor should 
Somoza heed the calls for his res- 
ignation from the Organization of 
American Slates and the United 
States. 

Somoza, his cabinet and top 
legislative leaders met Tuesday 
morning and called a special legis- 
lative session for Thursday after- 
noon. Somoza’ s private secretary 
denied categorically that the pres- 
ident would resign or that the ses- 
sion was being railed to discuss 
.a successor. 

And in Barcelona, Spain, Som- 
oza said in a radio interview 
broadcast Wednesday he had no 
intention of leaving his country. 

He also told the Catalan station 
of Spanish Radio he would only 
negotiate with the Sandinista 
guerrillas battling his National 
Guard if they first laid down their 
arms. 

" Til negotiate with the devil, so 
long as the devil lays down his 
arms, but Tm not going to negoti- 
ate with a revolver at my head, ” 
he said. 

If governments hostile to his 
regime continued supplying the 
guerrillas with weapons, the 
Nicaraguan civil war could con- 
tinue for years, he said. 

In Lima, Peru Wednesday 
broke diplomatic relations with 
the embattled Nicaraguan regime. 

“ The government of Peru has 
decided to terminate its diploma- 
tic relations with die regime of 
General Somoza, ” a terse official ! 
communique said. 1

Chikerema, six others banned 
from Rhodesia house session 



SALISBURY, June 27 (Agen- 
cies) — James Chikerema and six 
other dissidents from Prime 
Minister Abel Muzorewa's United 
African National Council Wed- 
nesday were barred temporarily 
from taking their seats in the 
House of Assembly. 

The High Court issued an 
interim interdict refraining the 
seven from serving as members of 
parliament until the case comes 
before the court again on July 21. 

The defection last week from 
the UANC cost the newly- 
installed prime minister his major- 
ity in the 100-seat black domi- 
nated parliament, which formally 
opened Tuesday. 

Chikerema, who founded the 
Zimbabwe Democratic Party, was 
met by a protest of several 
hundred Muzorewa supporters as 
he entered the Parliament build- 
ing for the ceremony. 

Another 12 MPs, all followers 
of the Rev. Ndabaningi Sithole’s 
Zimbabwe African National 
Union, have refused to take their 
seats on the grounds that the April 
elections that brought Muzorewa 
to power, were rigged. 

The petition was brought 
against Chikerema by the UANC 
and its first vice-president, Ernest 
Buile.
